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Tho? he knew how to reſent an Injury, he 
was at a Loſs to know how to do one; and 
if he was ſometimes overbeated with Pal- 
fion, *twas always the Effect of his generous 
Inclination to do Juſtice to himſelſ, as well as 
others. His Hatred of Flattery and under- 
hand Dealings, appear'd by his Enmity to 
Don Vafro, whom he conſtantly purſu'd 
thro' all his Windings and Turaings, and 
as conſtantly detected in all his Miſchievous 
Conſultations; and his Averſion to Corr up- 
tion in others, tho? he was afterwards falſly 
accus'd of it himſelf, made it impoſſible that 
the Tender of a Bribe could have any Coun- 
tgaance from him in his Superintendency of 

the Affairs of the- Army, which he was en- 
treated by Delphino to take upon him the 
Care of, and which he took with great Re- 
luctance. He was ever found the ſame frugal 
Oeconomiſt there, as in his Diſcharge of the 
Truſt given him over the Ships built for the 
fecurity of the Atlantic Parts: And if he 
enter d upon a Scheme, he never left it till 
it was gone through with Succeſs.

No this Hotbrain'd Incendia-y, accord- 
ing to his Inſtructions he had from Vafro, 
and the reſt of the Conſpirators, for the 
Downfall of the Miniſtry then reigning, 
which in effect was that of Auaſtaſia her ſelf, 
on a Day ſet a- part to Commemorate the 
Deliverance of the Kingdom from an in- 
tended Inſurrection, had endeavour'd to in- 
flame it, with the wildeſt Notions that ever 
were heard of.

He had made ſevere Complaints.againſt his 
Superiors for Tyranny and Oppreſſion, when, 
bur for their ſetting aſide Latin for 
the Exerciſe of thoſe Vices, the whole 
Conſtitution had been totally unhinged and 
ſubverted. To this, he had added his Ap- 
. prehenſions and Concern for her Majeſty 
kerfelf, upon whoſe Preſervation, - as he ſaid, 
the Wellfare of her People ſolely depended; 
and did it with ſuch a pathetick Vehemence 
of Expreſſion, as pain'd Credit from moſt 
that heard him. He told his Audience, 
that the poor Azaſtaſis was littiꝰ better than 
a Slave to her own Servants ; That ſhe was 
the moſt Good, Grarious,' and Juſt of all 
Sovereigns; loyment 
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- and that thoſe in 
under her, were the moſt Vile, Arbitrary, 
and Wicked of all SubjeQs ; and not content 
with Haranguing his Audience out of thei: 
Senſes after this faſhion, he had dealt about 
the Poiſon, by diſperſing Copies of theſe bit- 
ter Invectives through every Province of the 
Kingdom, that the Subjects might be a- 
waken'd at their Tempie and their Prince“ 
ſuppoſitious Danger.

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Vaſro had already foreſeen from the Tem- 
of the Senate, which was very ſanguine 
in favour of the Miniſtry,that they would not 
tamely bear with theſe Indignities put upon 
them, and therefore, by his Agents, puſh'd 
them forwards upon. Extreams to ſhew their 
Diſpleaſure. He, knew that amongſt. the 
Tribunes of the People, were (ome Syco- 


phants, who, to make their Court to per- 


ſons of Conſular Authority, would exagge- 
tate this Offence to the higheſt Degree, and 
therefore work themſelves up to Complaints 
and bitter Reproaches againſt Ariſacio's 


Proceedings ( for that was the Name of this 


clamorous Defamer ) and his unwarrantable 
Exclamations a There was one Don Eboro, 
Son to a Patriarcho of that Name, then fit» 
ting amongſt them, who to patch up à de- 


cay d Fortune, and obtain a Penſion for a 


better ſubſiſtance, was always ready to ſhew 
Exceſs of Zeal for the Honour and Service 
of the Miniſtry ; and this was the Man who 
was pitch d upon to Arraign the Diicourſe 
ahove mention d, and who did it with ſuch 
an Air (for he was poſſeſs d of Parts and 


Eloquence enough, tho he had not Judg- 


ment to know that he was made a Tool of) 
as to obtain a Decree, not only for the 
Prieſt's, or Sacriſto's Commitment, but his 
Tryal for High Crimes and Miſdemeanours, 
not as a Common Male factor in the ordinary 
Courts of Juſtice, but the ſupreme Judica- 
ture of the Realm. 
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"Thoſe that ſeemingly” were againſt this 
Tryal, but forwarded it underhand, were 
not ignorant of the Commiſeration which 
the meaneſt ſort of People generally have 
for Men under Diſtreſs, eſpecial y ſuch as 
wear the Sacred Habit, that entitles them to 
a more than common Reverence and Reſpect. 
They could not but be appriz d of the Sen. 
timents of the Subjects, when one, whoſe 
Office it was to Preach up Diity and Sub-

Inſolence openly to Summon an Expounder

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The Event fully anſwer'd the Deſign, for 
the Populace gather*d together tumultuouſly 
in his Behalf, and attended upon him to and 
from the Prztorian Hall, during the -Tryal, 
which lengthen'd it ſelf out into very long 
Debates (wherein Maripola diſcover'd the 
greateſt force of Rhetorick, while he diſ- 
play'd the greateſt ſolidity of Argumenta- 
tive Judgment) not as a Criminal, but as 
one that merited a Triumph: And AMrifacio 
who was naturally of a ſuperb and vain Tem- 
per, had the ſatisfact ion to ſee himſelf made 
the Idol of the Mob, at the ſame time, as he 


generous Minds. This Intemperance of the 
Multitude, almoſt ſwell'd it ſelf into an 
Aſſault upon his Judges the Patricians, 
whom they would not ſuffer to go to the 
Judgment-Seat without dire Imprecations , 
and even Queen Anaſtaſia her ſelf, who was 
rrevaild with by Montiana to be incogni- 
to preſent, at the Pleadings on both ſides, 
on Purpoſe to exaſperate her againſt thoſe 
Proceedings, had her Name prophan'd by 
them, with Entreaties to ſtand by the Temple 
and the Sacriſto: Yet notwithſtanding all 
theſe Clamours and Inſurrections, in ſpite 
of Noiſe and Nonſenſe, maugre all the 
giddy Operations of an enraged and delu- 
ded Rabble, this their Favourite was found 
guilty of every Article of the Charge brought 
againſt him; and tho' the Sentence fell 
wonderfully ſhort of the Offence, by the 
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became the Contempt and Scorn of more 
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Means of Prinee Bell Campo, a Patrician of 
the higheſt ' Rank, who, though he voted 


_ againſt the Doctrine, was for ſparing the 


Man, had the Mortification to ſee his falſe 
Tenets exploded and condemned, after he 
had pre ſumptuouſly call'd upon the Gods 
of Etruria to witneſs his Innocence, and 
invol'd its Tutelary Deity, the divine and 
chaſte Diana, (to the Horrour of all good 
Men) to atteſt the moſt ſcandalous, and 
moſt apparent Untruths. 

Not but this Tryal made a very deep 
Impreſſion, as had been foreſeen by the 
Prince of Mir andola, who would have pre. 
vented its coming on, before his Departure 
to the Army, upon the Generality of the 
People; and even Anaſtaſia, tho? ſhe thought 
fit to tell the Senate at their Riſing, that 
it had taken up a great and neceſſary Part 
of their Time, and bad prefer d one of the 
moſt violent Canſidico's againſt the Sacriſto, 
to the Office of Chief Syndike, had her 
"Temper ruffled by ſome Expreſſions, where- 
in too great a Liberty was taken in ſpeaking 
of Crown'd Heads. What added to her 
Diſlike was, the Sight of Importuuities 


from all Parts, for her to iſſue out Man- 


dates for the Choice of new Repreſenta- 
tives int the Senate, and Remonſtrances 
from every Province of the Kingdom, againſt 


ſuch as oppugn'd the Divine Hereditary 


Right of the Supreme Magiſtrate; for Don 
Vafro had not only buſied himſelf in fomen- 
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ting tumultuous 
City, but had likewiſe alarm'd the Country 
with Fears and Jealouſies. They were 
told, That the Patricians aim'd at nothing 
more than to copbert the Regal Govern- 
ment into a Republick, that the Tribunes 
then in Power, if permitted to fit again, 


would make themſelves perpetual Repre- 


ſenratives of the People, and that there was 
2 great Likelihood, that the Temple would 
be put to other Uſes, than the Celebration 
of Religious Worſhip.

For no ſooner had that good- 


natur d, but miſled Princeſs, been brought 
over to declare for a Change of Hands about

gard to the Intereſt of the Crown, by the 
generous, unreſeryed, and high- born Dan- 
monio ; and had given the time · ſerving, mul.

Capacity but his own : That ſhe had be- 
ſtowed the Dignity of her Chief Sigillario, 
on the verboſe; luſtful, inconſtant and blind 
Arcurio; which Poſt was readily reſign'd, 
U with great Additions of Luſtre given to it, 
I by the perſwaſive, conciſe, immutable, and 
{ clear - ſighted Capernico: That ſhe had con- 
ſiggn'd the Dignity of Scrivanſhip, in the 
Exerciſe of which, the indefatigable, well. 
natur' d, ſagacious, and careful Bovillo, had 
| ſhew'd the moſt conſummate. Experience, 
| in the Hands of the volatile, haughty, ca:

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pricious, humourſome, and intriguing Hex 
rica and that the Office of Quæſtor to her 
Thaluſſiarco, or Grand Admiral, which had 
been executed with ſuch good Husbandry, 
by the faitful, induſtrious, and irreproach- 


able Muripola, as to fave Millions of 


Siſterces for other Exigencies of State, 
was given to the profuſe, heedleſs, and 
ſoppiſh Kaſtario , ſo that all the chief Poſls 
in the Kingdom being in the new Courtiers 
Hands, they had nothing to do but take 
Meaſures, for re- electing thoſe Members 
that were; of their Party in the laſt Seſſion, 
and flinging out thoſe that were oppoſite 
to their Intereſt. To accompliſh this, and 
gain upon the weak Underſtandings of the 
Free-holders and Burghers, the Sacriſto was 
now made a meer brazen Idol, was equip'd, 
and ſet on Horſeback t hat he might ride to 
the ——, with a ſplendid Retinue of hair- 
brain'd, drunken Fellows, to make a Ca- 
valcade, thro' the Cities, Towns, and Vil- 


lages, to receive the Devoirs of unthinking 


Magiſtrates of Bodies Corporate, and. to 
drink Proſperity to HIM SEL F, the Temple, 
and his Sovereign Lady, For tho' Anaſtaſia 
was ſupreme Head in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical, 
as well as Civil, yet it was the Method of 
the Party, to make uſe of her Name in 
the laſt Place, upon all theſe frantick Oc- 
cations. To get rid of this melancholly 
Subject, Ærifatio play'd ſo very well, that 
Whereſoever he came, the chief Dons in 
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cheir Habits of Ceremony, turn d out, like 


ſo many private Centinels at the coming 


of a General Officer ; made Lanes for him 
to go through, and convinced, by the Ef. 
ficacy of the perſwaſive Bottle, and Noy- 


the Schemes he was to exhort them to 
a Compliance with , fo that all the Labour 
of his Mock-Pilgrimage, was to make his 
milk white Gelding Curvet and Prance, to 
hold out his Snuff. box with one Hand, and 
lift up the Glaſs to his Mouth with the other; 
and the Perſon, whom he did the Honour 


of Drinking, Or ſpeaking tO, Was con- 


verted in an Inſtant. 

Thus did Yafro and his Adherents, once 
more gain the Summit of the Precipe, from 
thence to be thrown down with greater 
Violence, and after the Expiration of ſome 
few Years, to be irrecoverably loſt. And 
thus were a Set of Men pick'd out for their 
Purpoſe, as had utterly ruin'd the flouriſh- 
ing Eftate of Etraria, beyond Redemption, 
had not the Goddeſs Diana, in Mercy to 
that Favourite Kingdom, moſt providential- 


ly interpoſed in its Behalf. 


To evince the Neceſſity of the foregoing 
Changes, and clear up the Conduct of thoſe 
who advis'd the Queen to make thoſe Alte- 
rations, it was judg'd much conducive to 
this Service, to pur dubious Expreſſions into 
her Majeſty's Mouth, and make her tacit-

That if any Corruptions had crept into the 
Adminiſtration, ſhe would gladly take all 
Opportunities of redreſſing them; and that 
nothing ſhould be wanting on her Part, 
to put an End to the War-with Glory and 
Succeſs, that had thitherto been carried on 
with all the viſible Marks of Diana's Fa- 
vour and Protection, &. Nor did the 
Senators, whom this healing Speech was 
directed to, fail of learning their Cue; for 
after the. Tribunes had proceeded in the uſu- 
al Forms, and had voted Supplies, it was 
but requiſite to endear themſelves to their 
Electors, by making it as much as in them 
lay, appear, that thoſe Supplies ſhould be 
converted to their proper Uſes. To cheat 
them therefore into a Belief of their Fidelity, 
their firſt Buſineſs was to Vote new Embe-

Year, at ſhort 
Allowance ; and the National Debts. were 
ſwell'd to ſuch an impoſthumated Bulk, as 
had brought the Body Politick to the Brink 
of Death and Deſtruction, .tho?, the Proof 
of theſe Accuſations. was a Difficulty not ea- 
ſily to be ſurmounted. However, ſome 
Shew.was made of the doing it; therefore 
Afra himſelf undertook the Probation of 
one Branch of theſe Complaints; and after 
many Broils and Fatigues in examining Ac- 
compts, Envoyce, & c. Tantæ molis erat, -- 
got a Vote or two againſt a parcel of Small- 
Beer-Brewers, and obtain'd the Expulſion

Count Hotſpur was now recall'd from his

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rival among the Alobroges, but by finiſhin 
a Treaty entred into by the Etrurians ang 
them, for their mutual Preſervation... It had 
been wiſely foreſeen by the Stateſmen at 
Helm before, that on the Death of Ana/aſia, 
who, tho' immortal in her Fame, through 
the Victories acquired by her Arms, was not 
ſo in her Perſon, but Subject to the Laws 
of Nature with the meaneſt of her Yeppſe ; 
the Crown was to devolve to Prince Honori- 
us an Allemanian, that was next in Succeſ- 
ſion by immutable Decrees of the Senate, 


becauſe the next Relation to her that had 


embrac'd the ſame Goddeſſes Faith whom ſhe 
Worſhipped, notwithftanding others of a 
different Opinion were nearer in Affinity. 
Therefore he had it in Command to Stipulate 
ſuch. Advantages as might be for the ſecurity 
of that Succeſhon, which might otherwiſe, 
after her Majeſty's Demiſe, meet with unfore- 
ſeen Inſtructions.

Men, immediate Dependents, were, by the 
Favour of her Majeſty, honour'd with the 


ſame Dignity ; So that whereas before theſe 


Creations, t e Prince of Mirandola's lutereſt

Tho' not till he had fairly acquitted himſelf 
of all the Fictitious Crimes laid to his Charge, 
and had made it appear, that he was fo far 
from prolonging the War to be a General 
for Life, that his Conduct, during the whole 
Courſe of it, had been one conftant Endea- 
your to hinder it from ending ill fo ſoon as 
it might, and muſt have otherwiſe have done; 
and ſo far from defrauding the Gregarii cr

Nor was it unworthy of Obſervation 
that the Inhabitants and Electors of the po- 
pulous Town which he repreſented, had ſo 
juſt an Account of the Proceedings againſt 
him, and were ſo throughly fatisfy'd of his 
Conduct, and of the Party Reaſons which 
coccaſion'd his Expulſion, that it appear'd in 
vain for any Candidate to ſet up againſt 
him: For tho? an Attempt was made, ſup- 
ported at the publick Expence, yet the 
Perſon who was to ſet up againſt him, ſoon 
gave it up as a Thing not praQticable, and 
he was re- elected into his old Station; which 
the Majority of the Tribunes of the People 
ſo highly reſented, that they reſolved on an 
unprecedented Method, and voted him in- 
capable of ſitting in the Senate; ſo that he 
was forc'd to ſuſpend his Diligence and Acti- 
vity in the Service of his Country, till Roy- 
al Mandates were iſſued out for the Choice 
of a new Senate, when he again took his 
Seat therein, as before. n 4 
From this time, Muripola began to act, 
not only in his own Defence, but in 1 —

Oppoſition to the Meaſures of the Miniſtry 
then in being, and ſeeing far into the Poli- 
ticks of the Court, he ſet himſelf avowedly 
ro expoſe and defeat them. In all which 
Attempts, he evidenced, not only his Stea- 
dine is to the Intereſt he had eſpouſed, but 
his conſummate Knowledge and Experience 
in Affairs that were of the niceſt Nature, 
relating to the common Intereſt of the King- 
dom, and which he explained ſo well, ex- 
amined fo far, and ſo effectually purſued, 
that there was nothing done by the Miniſtry 
of that time, with how high a Hand ſoe- 
ver carried, but what he let them ſee he 
was a Mailer of as well as they, and very 
oiten before them ; and taught them by Ex- 
perience, that he knew well how to diſap- 
point and expoſe it, as they did how to 
contrive and put it in Execution. 

It was obſervable, that about that time, 
in Order to ſet up a popular Scheme, for 
ying thoſe which were then called the 
eavy Debts of the Nation, meaning the 
Debts which were unprovided for by the 
Senate; many Reproaches were caſt upon 
the Adminiftration of the former Miniſtry, 
for ſuffering ſuch an immenſe Debt to run 
on, without Senatorial Proviſion ; and by 
Conſequence, applauding the Wiſdom ot 
the Miniſtry in being; their Care for the 
People, their Capacity of contriving ſuch 
Things, and procuring ſuch Means as might 
alcertain, and fecure ſuch a Debt, I — 
| waen 
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when theſe things were carried to an un- 
reaſonable Feud in the whole Extent of the 
Kingdom, Muripola publiſh'd ſo ſhort and 
accurate a Scheme of the National Debts, 
eſpecially that relating to marine Affairs, 
with another Accompt, ſtating the Manage- 
ment of the Revenues, the Anticipations, 
the Debts, and the Reaſons and Neceſſity 
of them, as ſet the Nation in a manner, 
wholly to Rights in that Affair; and not on- 
ly took off much from the great boaſted Me- 
rit of the Projectors of thoſe Days, but en- 
tirely undeceiv'd the Publick, as to the Re- 
proaches which were fo induſtriouſly raiſed, 
upon the former Miniſtry for Male-Admi- 
niſtration. | 

By theſe Schemes, he made every private 
Man, who would apply himſelf to the Know- 
ledge of thoſe things, able to anſwer all the 
Objections, and laugh at all the high Blu- 
ſterings and Boaſts of the Emiſſaries of the 
new Party, concerning the Redemption of 
the Kingdom from a vaſt Burden, which 
they were not able to bear; and aſcertainin 
a Debt, which before was precarious an 


doubtful, and which was ſo depreciated 


at that Time, for Want of a ſufficient Fund, 
that it went among the Stock- Jobbers of 
thoſe Days, for ſuch there were in the 
Kingdom of Etruria, at a very high Diſ- 
compt : He explain'd the Meaning, and the 
Reaſon of that Debt, and gave the World 
to underſtand, that tho the Arts of deſign-

ing Men, and the too forward Apprehenſions 
of others that wanted their Money, had run 
down the Credit of thoſe Funds, yet that the 
Senate, which was the Centre of all Pub. 
lick Credit in the Nation, having often, 
and upon all Occaſions, made good the pub- 
lick Engagements and Deficiencies of every 
Kind, there was not the leaſt Shadow of 
Reaſon for ſuch Apprehenſions of their Mo- 
ney, and by Conſequence, none for ſuch 
extravagant Diſcompts upon thoſe Debts, 
In a. Word, he oppos'd the Torreat of the 
Times with the utmoſt Skill and Dexterity ; 
and tho? his fingle Oppoſition was not able 
to ſtem.ſuch a boiſterous Tide, which run 
on in a Courſe of Party-Management, till 
Providence put a full Stop to it another 
Way; yet it was eminently known, and his 
Enemies confeſs'd, that he gave them more 
Uneaſineſs, and obliged them to more Cau- 
tion in all their publick Meaſures, than all 
the reſt of the People that oppos d them. 

By this Management, he made himſelf 
juſtly valued and eſteemed by all the Pa- 
triots, whoſe Zeal, tho? not their Capacities, 
equally preſs'd them to oppoſe the Current 
of thoſe Times ; and, on the contrary, made 
himſelf formidable to the Adminiſtration ; 
and Don Henrico did not ſtick to declare, 
that it was Muripola and his Party that he 
ſpoke of, when he ſaid openly among the 
Patricians, That the Miniſtry were oppreſs d 
by 4 Faction, and were not able to carry 
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on the Buſineſs of the War, and muſt there- 


fore make Peace as well as they could. 
It was by Muripola's vigorous Oppoſition, 
and his indefatigable Induſtry, in ſearching 


into the Arcana of all the Court Intrigues, . 


that the Secrets of the Management of thoſe 
Times was detected and exposd : It was 
by his following them cloſe in the Purſuit 
of every Project, that they were often dri- 
ven to Extremities, and were indeed, at 
laſt puſh'd upon ſuch Extremities and deſ- 
per ate Courſes, as could not fail to end in 
the Ruin of their Deſigus and Perſons too 
at laſt, as has ſince been found by Experi- 
ence, and as ſuch Meaſupes generally do. 
So that it may with Juſtice be ſaid, that 
the Intereſt which Muaripala had formed in 
the Senatef was cultivated and improved 
by thoſe very Meaſures which his Enemies 
took to ruin and. overthrow- it ; for they 
made him uſeful, by driving him to the

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that important Affair: Important, I ſay, 
becauſe thought ſo by him, as the only 
Means to ſecure him and his Friends in 
their Management. But what was intended 
for their Support in their new acquired Dig- 
nities, prov'd their Ruine and Downfall , 
for though they were in Poſſeſſion of the 
whole Power of the Nation, though they 
had the Concurrence of the Goddeſs Diana 
Prieſts in General, and outnumber'd thoſe 
that were for the continuance of the War, 
rill Neu, honourable Terms * be ob. 
tain'd, by a t Majority of Patricians 
and Tribunes  Meripols, and his Party, a. 
mong thoſe of Equeftrian Rank; and Hor- 
ſpur, and his, amongſt the firſt Order of 
the Kingdom; fo behav'd themſelves in the 
Debates that enſued thereupon, and made 
fo bold a ſtand againſt the Procceedings of 
the Court, that notwithſtanding they might 
be faid to gain their Point by the Conclu- 
ſion of the Treaty, the Conditions of it 
were ſo ignominĩous, that they might with 
much greater Propriety of Speech, be ac- 
counted to loſe it; ſince through the Means 
of it, their whole Machine of Mad Politicks 
fell into Pieces, and broke all into the utmoſt 
Confuſion : So that of the whole Building,

Ii true, that by one 1 Article it 
was Stipulated, that a ſtrong Fortreſs, built

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Neſt of Pirates on the Part of the Gazls, 
and had annoy'd the Errerians and their 


Neighbours very much during the War, 
ſhould be demoliſh'd, and laid level with 
the Ground; but yet, it is full as true, that 
by a ſecret Article, King Lilliano was to be 
wink'd at in building another Sea-Port in 
the Neighbourhood thereof, that ſhould be 
altogether as uſeful to him, upon Occaſion, for 
the ſame Purpoles ; ſo that if the Populace 
were a while amus'd and lulPd into a Secu- 
rity, by the pretended Removal of ſo great 
an Eyeſore to their Navigation and Com- 
merce, it was made appear ſome time after, 
they were in as much Danger of Inroads 
from the Gals as ever, and that their Ap. 
prehenſions of Miſchief were only trans-

Theſe Conſiderations mov'd Don Chalyb:- 
ata, one of the Tribunes of the People, in 
the ſame Intereſt with the Two Brothers be- 
foremention'd, after the Concluſion of the 
laid Inglorious Treaty, to remonſtrate a- 
gainſt thoſe new Fortifications which the 
Gauls were ſuffer'd to raiſe, in ſuch ſtrong 
Terms, .that he drew upon him the Reſent- - 
ment of the Miniſtry, by whoſe Permiſſion 
they had the Liberty to go on with them :

Honorius to mount the Throne without any 
manner of Diſturbance from his Enemies, 
to the unſpeakable Joy of all Wellwiſgers 
to themſelves, or the Proſperity and Honour 
of his Illuſtrious Family. 
'was now, that the Friends and Enemies 
of Honorius were to expect the Rewards of 
their good and bad Offices, and that Count 
Hotſpur, and his Brother in Law Muripola, 
who had ſignaliz'd their Zeal and Activity 
in being of the Number of the Firſt, ſhould 
come again upon the Stage of Action. Ac- 
cordingly, after this Noble Patrician had 
been declared one of the Seigniors of the 
Regency, during the New King's Abſence 
from the Kingdom, while Maripola was left 
in Expectation of Royal Favours at his Ma- 
2 Arrival, he was, by the Removal of 
Henrico, which was done after the moſt diſ- 
graceful manner that could be, appointed Prin- 
cipal H crivan of State, in Colleagueſhip with 
the brave and faithful Scanfidio, who had been 
£qually a ſufferer with him under the paſt Ad- 
miniſtration, but behav'd in a quite different 
manner, as ſhall be ſhew'd hereafter in the 
Execution of that important Office.

Ihe Impriſonment of the one, and the

But this good, this great, this adorable 
Benefactor to all Mankind, was no ſooner 
ther'd to his Fathers, and at reſt from all 
is Labour in the Sepulchre of his Noble 
Progenitors, but the Face of Affairs took a 
different Turn from Colonel Headſtrong's 
Perverſe Temper, who having Elbow'd him. 
{elf into the Supreme Miniſtry, by his Ad- 
vancement to Montacatio's Poſt, reſolv'd in 
the Poſſeſſion thereof, to conſult his own and 
his Families Intereſt ſo far, that it ſhould 
not be in the Power of Fortune, that had 
made great Waſts in his Eſtate, and reduc'd 
him almoſt to the Sale of it, to bring him 
back again to Penury and Want: Not but 
he was skill'd to a Tittle in the Buſineſs of 
the ratio, and while converſant therein, 
did ſome Acts that were Praiſeworthy, in 
particular, by leſſening the National Debts, 
by leducing them to a lower Intereſt, and 
the Proviſion he made for the juſt Payment 
of the Forces and their Quarters ; but his 
Avarice made him fo Iniportunate with King 
Honorius for new Gifts, Stipends and An- 
nuities for himſelf and his Relations, that 
his Majeſty made him ſenſible that he was 
not altogether eaſie thereat, after this plea- 
ſant, tho' farcaſtical Manner. The old High 
Prieſt of Diana, that had always been a faſt 
Friend to Honorius, while he had only the 
Crown in Reverſion; having pay d a Viſir 
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to his Majeſty, wherein he diſcours'd with 


him longer than Ordinary, Colonel Head- 


ſtrong took the Liberty of asking, when that 


moſt Reverend Father was gone, what he 
had been doing with him all that while? 
To which the King reply d, Doing 4 Thing 
not very common; talking with one for a long, 
long Hour and Half, that had not in all that 
Converſation as one Favour for himſelf 
or 4 Friend. v 

Nor did Hotſpur fail of keeping Touch 
with this Brother-in-Law of his to the Mi- 
nuteſt Article. He was now got to the Top 
of the Houſe, which he had been ſo long 
climbing to attain to, and as Mens Heads 
are apt to grow giddy upon Airy and exal- 
ted Summits, ſo his became Swimming and 
Vertiginous in the Survey of his High Sta- 
tion: And as he was entitled by the Autho- 
rity of his Office to ſend for what Papers or 
Perſons he pleas'd, he began his Mock Reign 
by ſuch Supererogatory Acts ot Caution, that 
he caus'd all thoſe that were not of the Mi.

Quality or Diſtindtion, though of Patrician 
or Equeſtrian Rank,; and not to give into a 


Conte ſſion of the Crimes laid to his Charge, 


was to be damn'd to Six and Acheron, In

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ſo much that he drew upon himſelf the In- 
dignation of the beſt and wiſeſt Part of the 
Kingdom for his Inſolent Behaviour, and 
paved the Way for a Rebellion that might 
have been Succeſsful, had not much more 
prudent Counſels than his been taken for 
the Suppreſſion thereof: Though it is much 
to be lamented that his, and his Brother 
Head ſtrong's Advice, was not totally negleCt- 
ed in the terrible Executions of ' ſeveral of 
the Chiefs of that deſperate and ill concert. 
ed Enterprize, ſince not only they that 
ſuſſer'd, howſoever juſtly for their Treaſons, 
ow*d the Loſs of their Lives to theſe two 
particular Stateſmens Averſion to Clemency ; 
but ail the Reſt, to a Man, had done the 
fame, had not King Honorius and his Son 
Heng iſto ſtep'd in between them and Fate, 
and by Edicts of Mercy, arreſted the deadly 
Arrows they were threatned with by theſe 
Vindictive and Inhuman Bload-ſuckers ; 
who had, even Maugre the King and Prince's 
Inclinaticns to Mercy, ftill carried their 
Point, but fer the Interpoſition of the brave 
Stanfidio, who by traverſing their Deſigns, 
ſo gain d the Aſcendent, as to be the only Ob- 
ſtacle of their Power, which had been un- 
controulable, but through his Means. Stan- 
- fiaio was therefore himielf to be puſh'd at, 
with the Prince of Mirandola; but the firſt 
had ſo rivited himſelf into the A ffections of 
the K ing by his Services to him, during his 
Tour to his Hereditary Dominions, and we 
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{aft had caſt ſuch Obligations on his Majeſt 
and the whole Nation by his glorious anY 
immortal Atchieyments, that they ſhar'd in 
the Fate of thoſe Gyants that wag'd War 
with Heaven, and were buried in the Ruins 
of thoſe Rocks they attempted to throw at 
the Gods. For after the King had diſſwaded 
Hotſpur from the Purſuit of ſo impraftica- 
blean Attempt, and told him that it neither 
conſiſted with Prudence nor Intereſt ro give 
way to Meaſures in Agitation againſt the 
beſt and moſt faithful Servants, he perſiſt- 
ed in his Obſtinacy to remove that Miniſter, 
even to the Arraignment of the Gratitude 
of his Majeſty himſelf, whom he had the 
Preſumption to charge with being indebted 
to him and his Intereſt, for the Poſſeſſion 
of the Crown he then wore, and which he 
could not wear long without his Aſſiſtance. 
50 that Honorius, who was the moſt jealous 
Prince Breathing of his Honour and Digni- 
ty, was forced in a manner, to tear him from 
his Preſence, and to fend him Word, that 
te had no farther Need of his Service, | 

All this while Colonel Head/trozg remain'd 
fix'd in his Majeſty's good Graces ; but he 
ikewiſe being intoxicated with Power, and 
overchargd with a Value for his own Suffi- 
ciencies, had a Whim in his Head to go to 
the King, and make a tender of the Enfigns 
of his Office, imagining thereby to revoke 
the Decree that. was iſſued againſt Count 
Hotſpur his Brother-in-Law ; ſince, if ” 
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took the Liberty of ſaying that he himſelf 
could no longer ſerve, than while the other 
was in Attendance at Court, he queſtion'd 
not but his Majeſty would have that Regard 
to ſuch a Declaration, as to reſtore him to 
Favour. But he was alſo miſtaken in his 
Man, for though that gracious and moſt 
affable Prince endeavour'd to Reaſon him 
out of his Reſolutions, by putting home to 
him the many Acts of Beneticence he had 
done for him and his Family, in granting 
him whatſoever Boon he ask'd in Fayour of 
himſelf, or his Sons; though he made it 
appear. to him that he had enrich'd himſe]! 
to the Value of 4coooo0 Scudi, when he 
came into his Service over Head and Ears in 
Debt; and had obtain'd Royal Grants in 
Reverſion for Life, of 4000 Scudi more per 
Annum tor two of his Children, out of the 
Victigalia, or Tribute ariſing for Traffick, 
the mention whereof made the Crocadile 
weep by way of Confeſſion; vet the baſe 
Ingrate ſo diſplay'd his juſt Title to the 
Name of Headſtrong, that he perſiſted in 
his Reſolution : Whereupon the King alſo 
took him at his Word, and told him h: 
would make him know he could Reign with 
out him: Which he did with great Honour 
and Tranquility from that Time forward, 
by the Means of the Segicious and Diſcree: 
St anfidio, who being, vetted with the Poſt of 
Prime Miniſter, ſo manag'd at the Head ©! 
the Atrario or Treaſury, and had ſuch a Pre- 
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Klemency and Compaſſion, that a Decree 
paſs'd the Senate for a general Pardon, 

and all his Majeſty's Subjects were from 
thence forward of one Mind, without any 

other Conſideration among, them, than that 

of Diſplaying their moſt Affectionate Re- 

gard and Duty to the beſt of Soverigns. 
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
